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Recently,  CSU  received  its 
largest  endowed  scholarship 
ever.  The  scholarship  was 
given  in  memory  of  one  of 
the  school's  first  graduates, 
Charles  Moore.  This  schol- 
arship will  provide  one  full- 
tuition  four-year  scholar- 
ship for  a  needy  student 
studying  business  admin- 
istration or  accounting. 

CSU  also  joined  forces 
with  the  Charleston  Trident 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to 
establish  an  organization 
that  will  provide  vital  eco- 
nomic information  about  the 
Trident  area  economy.  This 
is  the  first  organization  of 
its  kind  in  the  state,  and  it 
will  provide  data  to  local 
businesses. 

The  school  also  became 
involved  in  a  "partnership 
for  change"  initiated  by 
Charleston  Southern  Uni- 
versity, the  BellSouth  Foun- 
dation, and  the  Berkeley 


County  School  district. 

CSU  is  using  the  pro- 
gram to  develop  more  effec- 
tive methods  for  training 
teachers.  Graduate  and 
undergraduate  students 
are  involved  in  the  program. 

These  partnerships  may 
provide  the  solution  to  the 
decline  in  the  quality  of 
American  public  education 
that  many  people  see  as  a 
threat  to  our  nation's  chil- 
dren. 

The  school  also  has  other 
long  range  plans  for  the 
future.  In  the  area  of  stu- 
dent life,  programs  and  ser- 
vices will  be  offered  to  tra- 
ditional and  non-tradi- 
tional students. 

The  Christian  environ- 
ment will  also  be  broad- 
ened to  encourage  spiritual 
growth,  leadership  and  ser- 


vice.

The  1990-91  Buccaneer  baseball 
team  had  an  up  and  down  season.  The 
season  began  slow  with  the  Bucs  build- 
ing a  record  of  8-5  by  March  14. 

After  a  winning  streak  of  six  out  of 
seven  games,  the  Bucs  hit  a  losing 
streak  and  lost  2 1  games  out  of  24.  At 
the  end  of  the  season  they  came  back 
strong  winning  six  of  their  last  eight 
games  with  four  of  those  wins  here  at 
Buccaneer  Field.

ADMINISTRATION 


It's  been  more  than  a  year  since  the  Baptist  College  at 
Charleston  became  Charleston  Southern  University.  When 
the  college  first  became  a  university  no  one  knew  exactly  what 
to  expect.  Looking  back,  it's  easy  to  see  that  change  has  been 
^ast  and  widespread. 

The  most  obvious  change  is  the  appearance  of  the  campus, 
rhe  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr.  Reception  Center  now  stands  on  the 
front  of  the  campus  along  with  the  recently  erected  entrance 
gates. 

The  Center  houses  the  admissions,  development  and  evening 
college  offices.  By  moving  these  offices  to  the  Center,  additional 
classroom  space  was  created  to  accommodate  the  rapid  growth 
□f  the  University. 

The  campaign  to  raise  funds  for  the  Center  was  led  by  a 
committee  of  Lancaster  residents  to  honor  President  Hunter,  a 
Lancaster  native. 

The  new  entrance  gates  and  sign  were  completely  funded  by 
the  estate  of  the  late  Robert  M.  Condra.  His  widow,  Evelyn 
Condra,  also  gave  Charleston  Southern  an  additional  gift  for 
landscaping  of  the  entrance  way. 

The  changes  go  deeper  than  appearance,  however.  Enroll- 
ment has  increased  dramatically.  Since  1985  enrollment  has 
increased  by  52%.  The  student  population  at  CSU  is  now  24 1 3. 
CSU  is  the  second  largest  accredited  private  institution  of 
higher  education  in  the  state. 

When  people  look  at  Charleston  Southern  University  and 
compare  it  to  the  Baptist  College  at  Charleston,  they  may  think 
they  are  looking  at  two  different  schools.  Look  at  the  University 
now  and  compare  what  was  to  what  is  and  you  may  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  is  a  different  school.
